Continuing, General Laurie re- 
marked: "There is therefore! a very 
serious risk of certain hotheads on the 
frontier attacking what they cordially 
hate — the British flag.

' In reply to your telegram, I have to 
state that no expression of opinion 
whatever has emanated from me con- 
cerning the constitutional or any other 
aspect of proposed cabinet arrange- 
ments."

SEALING REGULATIONS 

The Orders Completed for the Governance of 
United States Schooners in 
Behring Sea. 

Washington, Dec. 21. — The Secretary 
of the Treasury has completed and 
signed new sealing regulations for the 
government of American vessels during 
the coming sealing season in BehririE 
sea. The i egulations do not differ ma- 
terially from those in force last year, ex- 
cept that hereafter vessels enter- 
ing Ceh ring sea will be re- 
quired to stop at Ounalaska or 
Attu, and there have their arms sealed 
up or they may leave their arms at those 
points in charge of the customs house 
officers. They will also be required to 
display two vortex lights at night time. 
As Great Britain declined to join the 
United Stales in establishing any 
regulations for the government of their 
vessels, those just" completed by the 
secretary only npplv to American sealers. 
If, however, Canadian or other British 
vessels violate the restrictions of the 
Paris award, they will be dealt with on 
discovery as provided in that award.

It is 
nonsense to say that Ihesii good women 
are the asylum. The subscribers are 
the asylum, and these for the most part 
men. No one asserts that any woman 
or women cannot or should not appoint 
one or five candidates forsehool trustees; 
hut I hold that this should be done in 
their personal character, and not in 
theirsmi-official cupacity of a committee.

GOOD-BYE TO THE "SEHOME. 

She Will Be Replaced To-morrow bv the 
More Luxurious "Edith"— Passengers 
by the " Puebla." 

If matched in no other respect than 
size the Rosalie will And herself on very 
equal terms with the Sehome's suc- 
cessor, the Edith, which replaces that 
vessel on the Seattle- Victoria run to 
morrow. The comparison in dimensions 
leaves the Rosalie only an advantage of 
six feet in length of keel, three in 
breadth of beam and one in depth of 
hold, the comparative ligures showing 
this being 130 and 130 feet, 2-1 and 27 
feet and 8 and 9 feet. In the matter of 
speed, the Rosalie probably has also a 
little advantage. The Edith, as has 
been previously stated, has been 
undergoing a complete overhaul 
ing at Tacoma for her now 
route, and will, it is expected, 
every respect answer better the require- 
ments of the run than the Sebome. As 
a passenger boat the Sebome never 
proved a favorite, and it is thought that 
the Rosalie will have a much stronger 
rival to tight in the Edith. The pas- 
senger and freight rates existing for the 
Sebome will hold good for the Edith 
anil if the change in steamers is not con 
duciveoftrade.it is very probable that 
the Northern Pacific will again increase 
the opposition.

On the 11th December instant, the 
Boston Transcript published the follow- 
ing from Lieut. Weaver, who points out 
what Boston would have to expect in an 
encounter between the United States 
and England : 

" Apropos of the pending discussion 
of the Venezuelan question and the bold 
assertion in every quarter of the duty of 
the government to maintain, against all 
infringers, the spirit of the Monroe 
doctrine, military men may, perhaps, be 
pardoned a smile that springs spontane- 
ously from a knowledge of the absurd- 
ity of a situation which pictures a 
wealthy country like the United States, 
without naval strength and with de- 
fenceless shores, venturing to assume 
a>iy position whatever against a govern- 
ment like Great Britain, that controls 
absolutely the high seas, four or live 
times over as far as we are concerned. 

•■ It is, of course, excellent to have a 
high-spirited people, one that seeks to 
protect its own interests, whether near 
and direct, or remote ami indirect, and 
that looks upon the life of the nation as 
destined to exert an influence, in the 
course of evolution of society, beyond 
our eastern ami western shore lines, 
but it is foolish to countenance or en- 
courage such aspirations unless they be 
primarily based on sufficient force to 
make the position assumed one of dig- | 
nity and one that will in every instance 
command respect from all nations. The 
following clippings are fair samples of 
what is being said just now : 

" The United States will never aban- 
don the Monroe doctrine, li is to be 
regretted that the leaders of the British 
opinion do not yet realize the absolute 
finality of the American claim as regards 
the enforcement of the .Monroe doctrine. 
All the traditions of the United States, j 
till the precedents of its diplomatic pol- 
icy, all the utterances of its leading 
statesmen are alike positive in support 
of the Monroe doctrine; and it is idle to 
expect that the United States at this 
late day will abandon that doctrine.— 
Boston Advertiser. 

"The position of the United States 
must be that of firm, unyielding protest. 
It must oppose to the land-piracy of 
Great Britain the will of the great re- 
public, which in this case represents the 
best sentiment of civilization. And 
with this sentiment sustaining the ap- 
plication of the Monroe doctrine to the 
Venezuelan affair, there can be no doubt 
of the final result. Great Britain can- 
not afford to persist in the attempt to 
rob a little South American State in the 
face of the condemnation of the civilized 
world and the warning of the American 
republic. — Boston Post. 

The writers have, in both these 
cases., failed to realize the controlling im- 
portance of the one factor I have refer- 
red to, in the game they propose the 
United States shall play. • 

"Living here in Boston, the most ex- i 
posed city in the country against a lirit- i 
ish naval attack, they undoubtedly do | 
not know that the first blow would fall 
right here, and that there is absolutely 
no force of any kind, either military or t 
naval, at hand to save the city from bom- 1 
bardment and a complete collapse of all 
business, within thirty-six hours after 
hostilities should begin between the two 
countries. 

" Boston is only twenty-four hours 
from St. John, N.B., : ! .nd but twenty- 
eight hours from Halifax. Of course, 
large fleets could rendezvous at one or 
both of these places during the prelimin- 
ary heated discussion of the diplomats, 
and when the thread .u' exchanges be- 
tween the foreign office should snap, 
the same event would loose the mooring 
cables and hoist the anchors off the lova 
Scotian coast, 

" Suppose, for example, this present 
question were to become more and more 
acute, and that we should have to face 
England as an enemy March 1, 189(1. 
What could we do to protect Boston? 
As General Miles says in his annual re- 
j>ort it is known at the seat of every 
European government, if not by our 
newspaper editors, that we can offer no 
resistance worthy the name. In such a 
communication as this it is unnecessary 
to specify the details of our weakness in 
defensive armament, but it can, in a 
general way, be said that there is no 
possibility that either the coast defence 
artillery or the warships of our navy 
could, by March first, prevent a British 
Heel anchoring in Broad Sound, between 
Nahant and Green island, and between 
Outer Brewster island and Point Aller- 
ton, closing the harbor and bombarding 
the city. 

A glance at the accompanying chart 
will show that there is ample water in 
Broad Sound for warships of the largest 
si7.e. There are no defensive works or 
guns of any kind on Green Island, the 
Brewstera, at Nahant, or Point Aller- 
ton. The only guns mounted are at 
Fort Warren, on George's Island, and 
a mortar battery on Winthrop Head. It 
would be possible for a warship to stand 
S,000 to 10,000 yards from fort Warren, 
beyond the limit of accurate lire of our 
guns, and bombard Boston. The 9.2- 
inch British naval gun has a range of 
about eleven miles at thirty degrees 
elevation. Their 12-inch guns also have 
a range of over ten miles. The ships 
would, of course, keep in motion during 
the bombardment, and thus practically 
neutralize the high-angle fire of the 
mortars at Winthrop Head, for while it 
is not difficult to hit ships in motion by 
the direct low-projectory fire of guns, it 
is very difficult to hit such a target with 
mortar fire; indeed, there is only a re- 
mote chance of hitting. 

" Furthermore, as Green Island and 
the Brewstors are unoccupied by heavy 
works, it would be possible for the ene- 
my to construct strong bomb-proof works 
there, and thus bombard the city at leit- 
ure without dancer to his ships. In 
view of the rangesof modern high-power 
naval ordinance, it would seem advisable 
to extend the line of fortifications, as at

"One point should be made clear: In 
the combat between a shore fort del'end- 
intr a city from bombardment anil a war- 
ship bombarding the city, tie; former 
has a small moving target to tire at, at 
long range, the latter has the immense 
target of the entire business part of the 
city to fire at.; it would be necessary on- 
ly to point the ship guns at high angles 
in the direction of the citv to be effec- 
tive. 

" And in this connection it should be 
pointed out that the damage done by a 
bombardment is not chiefly loss of life; 
indeed, the loss of life would be very 
small; but, rather, the greatest injury 
would result from tires started, anil from 
the paralysis of all business, retail anil 
wholesale ; the first shell exploding in 
the streets of Boston would serve not 
only to clear the stores, but the city 
itself of all residents within range of the 
guns. 

" It has seemed to the writer that, if 
our citizens, voters and legislators ap- 
preciated fully some of these realistic 
features of the logical chain depending 
from the Monroe doctrine and all other 
questions which reach out beyond our 
own shore lines, there would he either 
more interest shown in the matter of 
coast defence, or else an abandonment 
of all policy and interests, whether they 
have a public hearing, as the Hawaiian 
ami the Venezuelan questions, or a com- 
mercial bearing, as the German and 
Spanish tariff differences, or the Buffer- 
ings uf missionaries cr imprisoned i iti- 
zens in foreign countries. 

"At a recent meeting of the Chamber 
of Commerce of Boston great interest 
"•as shown in the work of developing 
the capacity ot Boston harbor for ship- 
ping, and deepening the channels to the 
sea. While earnestly forwarding all 
such plans, it ought to be kept in mind 
that a day of severe reckoning may come 
unless suitable provision be made to de- 
fend the harbor against naval attack. | 
General Sherman saitl in one of his best 
speeches : ' No man is wiae enough to 
foretell when soldiers may be in de- 
mand again.' It is very true. A city 
exposed like Boston should see to it 
that it is thoroughly protected against 
naval attack ; fortunately it can easily 
be defended beyond all danger of attack.

It is 
but just to the British representatives 
that it be made known that he gave no 
communication to the press on this sub- 
ject, and that the entire presentation of 
the British attitude was taken from the j 
liritish blue book issued from tiie for 
eign office in London.

A CAMPAIGN LIE SAILED 

The Times of yesterday evening in 
•what purports to be a telegram from 
Ottawa, dated December 21, says: " Dr. 
Bourinot, the highest constitutional au- 
thority in Canada, has given his opinion 
that it is unconstitutional and utterly 
impossible to give a ^controller a cabinet 
seat." 

In answer to a telegram from Col. 
Prior informing him that his name had 
been used by the Opposition here as an 
authority that he is not and could not 
be made a Cabinet Minister, the Colonel 
received the following telegram : 

Ottawa, Out , Dec. at, 1895. 
Hon Col. Prior, Victoria, b C i 

In reply to your telegram I have to state 
that no expression of opinion whatever has 
emanated from me concerning the constitu- 
tional or any other aspect of" proposed Cab- 
inet arrangements. 

(Signed) J. G. BOURINOT 

Here we have a specific denial of a 
positive statement by the Ottawa cor- 
respondent of the Times, made by the 
only man who could deny it authorita- 
tively. The telegram from Dr. Bourinot 
proves beyond the possibility of a doubt 
that the statement supposed to have 
been made by the Ottawa correspondent 
of the Times is nothing more nor less I 
than an impudent Lie. Who is to 
say how many of the statements ! 
in the Times about Mr. Prior's appoint- 
ment have been fabricated in the same J 
way? Dr. Bourinot 's telegram is of it- 
self sufficient to throw doubt on all the 
election statements of the Libera, organ, J 
for if it can publish as news such an 
audacious untruth as the one we have 
quoted and exposed, it will not scruple 
to publish other untruths equally auda- 
cious on other subjects. False in one 
false in all, is a sound maxim. 



.-1 CONSTITUTIONAL LAWYER. 

Senator Mctnnes took upon himself to 
act the part of constitutional lawyer for 
the Liberals at Thursday night's meet- 
ing. The Hon. Mr. Richards had to 
taken back seat in the presence of the 
Belf-satisfied Senator. Vet Mr, Richards 
is supposed to know something about 
constitutional law. The Senator declar- 
ed that there was " a good deal that was 
suspicious about the messages that ap- 
peared in the papers relative to the ap- 
pointment of Col. Prior to a seal in the 
Cabinet, so much so that he was com- 
pelled to the belief in view of all the 
facts that Col. Prior has been offered a 
subordinate position . and one that docs 
not and cannot entitle him to what 
we have been lighting for, namely cab- 
inet representation in the Dominion 
government." If Senator Mcl tines knew 
as much about the British Constitution 
and the Constitution of the Dominion as 
a Senator should, he would know that | 
there is no office under the Government 
that entitles the man who holds it to a 
seat in the Cabinet. Let him ask the 
Hon. Mr. Richards und he will fine that, 
thiB is right. The Senator continues: 
" That was the view he took on Tuesday 
evening from a general knowledge of the 
circumstances, but since then he had 
been able to give the matter further con- 
sideration and he was now fully of opin- 
ion that unless Col. Prior was made a 
minister out und out, or until special 
legislation is passed making controllers 
cabinet ministers, the position offered 
does not carry with it cabinet represent- 
ation." 

If the Senator would condescend to 
consult Mr. Bodwell he would find that 
the law does not make a man 11 cabinet 
minister, and the law has nothing to do 
with his dismissal when he isdismissed. 
He will find, if he reads constitutional 
law a little, that the Cabinet is a very 
peculiar institution, and, powerful us it 
is, the law has little or nothing to do 
with it. He would know, too, that Col. 



UNDER A MISAPPREHENSION. 

In the course of his remarks on Thurs- 
day evening, Mr. Templeman said that 
" He recognized the right of the Prov- 
inccto cabinet representation; he fully 
believed it would he a moral advantage 
to haven Cabinet Minister from this Pro- 
vince, and that had we one in past years 
possibly the trade question would not 
be in the position it is to day. Holding 
these views, he felt all along that if Col. 
Prior were a full fledged minister he 
would not care to oppose him." 

It is not to be supposed that Mr. 
Templeman really believes that there 
are two kinds of Cabinet Ministers — 
those that tire full Hedged and those 
thai are callow, or that there are in the 
cabinet two rows of seats, one for those 
who have votes and one for those who 
are 11c! entitled to vote. He surely 
knows that a seat in the 
cabinet is a seat in the cabinet, and that 
the man who is appointed to till it is at 
once invested with all the powers, pri- 
vileges and immunities of a member of 
the cabinet. If he had been intelligent- 
ly advised, or if he had kept himself 
posted on the subject of the constitution, 
he would have known that no law that can 
possibly be enacted could make a mem- 
ber of the cabinet more a member of the 
cabinet than he is after he has received 
the appointment of the Premier and has 
taken the oath of office. Mr. Temple- 
man should have known that the ofl'er 
of a seat- in the cabinet carried with it 
the ofl'er of all the power, both in coun- 
cil and ottt of council, that any mem- 
ber of the cabinet possesses. He should 
have seen at once that when Mr. 
Prior was offered a seat in the Cabinet 
by the only person in the Dominion em- 
powered to make him the ofl'er, and had 
accepted that offer, he was, as Sir Mac- 
kenzie Bowell expressed it, "a member 
of the Cabinet, and have just as much 
voice in the affairs of the Dominion as 1 
have." He must see that to come to 
any other conclusion was to assume that 
members of the Cabinet are of two 
classes, or that the Premier of the Do- 
minion did not know what he was doing 
when he offered Col. Prior a seat in the 
Cabinet and appointed him to that seat, 
assumptions so absurd that it would be 
impossible for any man fit for the posi- 
tion which Mr. Templeman aspires to 
till, to make. It only remains for 
us to conclude, in view of the 
declaration which Mr. Templeman 
made at the meeting, that he accepted 
the nomination of the assembled Lib- 
erals while laboring under a complete 
misapprehension as to the position which 
Col. Prior occupies. If he had known 
that there is only one class of members 
in the Cabinet, and that any one mem- 
ber is in Council the peer of all the 
other members, it is fair to presume that 
he would have firmly rejected the offer 
of the nomination. There is no excuse 
for his being an hour longer under any 
misapprehension as to Col. Prior's status 
in the Government. Ever since his ac- 
ceptance of the Premier's oiler he has 
been ameniberof the Dominion Cabinet. 



SENATOR MORGAN. 

The man who litis been most promin- 
ent in throwing obstacles in the way oi 
paying the damages incurred by the 
United States in illegally seizing British 
sealers on the high seas is Senator Mor- 
gan. This Senator was a member of the 
Paris Board of Arbitration. He is spok- 
en of by the New York Times as the un- 
jlldi ::'.l arbitrator, and this is what, that 
paper says of his qualifications for the 
posit ion : 

For some inscrutable reason Senator 
Morgan of Alabama was appointed by 
President Harrison as one of the repre- 
sentatives of the United States on the 
tribunal of arbitration which met in 
Paris in 1893 to consider questions sub- 
mitted to it in relation to the protection 
of seals in Behring Sea. A person more 
unfitted by temperament and mental 
characteristics for such a high judicial 
function, dealing with international 
questions, could hardly have been found 
in the United States, as Senator Morgan 
has just been showing by his speeches 
in the Senate. 
The Times then goes on to say : 
The tribunal consisted of seven mem- 
bers, and live " points " were submitted 
to it for decision. On two of these the 
decision was unanimous, but they bore 
only incidentally upon the controversy 
about jurisdiction. On two others, 
which involved only questions of history, 
to be determined by a fair examination 
of records, Mr. Morgan's was the only 
dissenting voice. On the fifth and most 
important point, neithei Judge Harlan 
nor Mr. Morgan joined in the decision, 
but it was rendered by the other five ar- 
bitrators, including those who represent- 
ed the disinterested nations of France, 
Italy, and Sweden and Norway. As the 
United States had agreed by solemn 
t reaty to consider the result ol the pro- 
ceedings " as it full, perfect and final 
sett lenient of all questions referred to 
the arbitrators," it would bo most unbe- 



coming for the government to claim 
thereafter that any one of thoso ques- 
tions was still open, and tho last man 
in the world who could do so with 
dignity or with decency was a man who 
had been a minority member of the 
tribunal. 



"A BARGAIN'S A BARGAIN. 1 ' 

There are some who seem to forget 
that the denominational minority in 
Manitoba hold their rights by precisely 
the same tenure as the denominational 
minority in the Province of Quebec. 
The agreement which Manitoba made 
with the Dominion secures to theininor- 
ity the right to appeal to the Governor- 
in-Council from any Act of the Legisla- 
ture of that Province. This agreement 
binds both the Province and the Do- 
minion. If Manitoba can ignore or dis- 
regard the conditions of that aureement 
the Dominion can also disregard them 
when carrying them out in good faith is 
unpleasant or inconvenient. What is, 
we ask, to become of the Dominion if 
the different parties to the federal 
compact consider themselves at liberty 
to refuse or neglet to perform its terms'.' 
It can easily be understood that if the 
Confederation is to hold together, if the 
union of the provinces which compose it 
is to continue, all the provinces inust' 
strictly fulfil their part of the bargain. 
None of them should be regarded as 
"coerced" when it is required to carry 
out in the way prescribed the covenants 
of its agreement.

on the act. This seems to be necessary 
in view of Mr. Justice Crease's decision, 
given some weeks ago, differing with 
that of Judge Harrison. Had Judge 
Harrison given a decision adverse to the 
act the province would have at once ap- 
pealed ; hut as it is some other method 
will have to be adopted to get it before 
the Full court. '

AN INTEKESTING POINT 

As to the Production of Prescriptions Left 
in the Druggists' Hands After 
Dispensing 

An interesting point has just arisen as 
a side issue of the Junes murder case 
now miller investigation in the city 
police court, a request having been made 
to Mr. C. E. Jones, of the P.P. P.P., for 
the production of all prescriptions of 
ergotine issued by Dr. J. K. Garrow and 
dispensed by him during the past two 
years. Mr. Jones declined to comply 
with this request, holding that prescrip- 
tions are the property of the patient, and 
that the general request for the produc- 
tion of prescriptions of a certain drug 
cannot he acknowledged. 

" Hail I been asked to produce a cer- 
tain specific prescription," Mr. Jones 
said last evening, " 1 certainly should 
have done so. The case is very 
dill'erent, however, and 1 do not ieei dis- 
posed to comply. I am supported in the 
stand T have taken by the pharmacy act, 
the members of the medical profession, 
and those of my own confreres whom 1 
have consulted, and propose to see the 
matter through. 

" 1 understand a similar request has 
been made of other city druggists, some 
of whom have evaded the issue by deny- 
ing that they had dispensed any such 
prescriptions. My refusal is not based 
on any wish to obstruct the police or to 
shield Dr. Garrow; I simply do not feel 
justified in betraying the confidence of 
my patrons or making public what is 
their business rather than my own."

AN ARTFUL " DODGER." 

Falsifying by Suppression Col. Prior's Po- 
sition on the School Question but Yet 
"Fair and Squnre"! 

The first of the Opposition campaign 
literature made its appearance on the 
streets yesterday in the shape of a 
"dodger" (appropriate name) headed 
" Manitoba School Question— Views 
of the Candidates." It was issued 
anonymously but its origin was easily 
recognized. It quotes from the Times' 
report of Mr. Tern pieman's speech to the 
opposition meeting that " I am going | 
to take my stand fairlv and squarely on 
provincial rights. ... 1 do notcare 
whether coercion springs from our own 
party or from the other side, I will op- 
pose it " ; ai-d parallels these lofty sen- 
timents with a passage from Col. Prior's 
address, at, the Liberal-Conservative 
meeting, which only hall states the posi- 
tion he then took. 

At that meeting Col. Trior, after 
stating in a manly way that l.Nwill sup- 
port the present government ah long as 
they continue to do what he honestly 
believes to be right , said : 

" This school question he regarded as 
one of constitutional justice. If it cum 
lie shown by the verdict of the highest 
authorities in England that the minority 
in Manitoba have been unjustly depriv- 
ed of any right it is perfectly proper for 
the persons so deprived to make the ap- 
peal provided for by the law. He for 
one would declare for giving them their 
just dues and rights — not one inch or 
tittle more or less than the law provides 
for." 

This important, passage was not print- 
ed on the " dodger," though there was 
beside the long extract from Mr. Tem- 
pleman's speech plenty of space for it. 

Col. Prior stands for " no coercion " — 
not even of the minority by the majority 
in their own province, against the law 
of the land.

THE VICTORIOUS " COLONIALS." 

Once More Are the Representatives of Eng- 
land Humbled in the Rugby Game 

At Caledonia park yesterday afternoon 
the representatives of the Colonies once 
again demonstrated conclusively to a 
large and enthusiastic audience that 
they are the superiors of the English- 
men at the Rugby game, winning the 
decisive match of the season's series by 
6 points to .'i. The game was very fast 
from the start, the Colonial forwards 
dribbling well; they had the best of the 
game all through. 

The first score was made by A. Crease 
after some good passing; the kick at 
goal, however, Sailed. Just at half time 
Fotllkes touched down for England, and 
the kick again failed, making the score 
even on both sides. In this first halt 
Gamble showed up well, making several 
sensational runs. 

England started in, in the second half, 
with a great rush, and it looked as if 
they were going to score. However, the 
Colonies by hard work got the ball 
back to the English twenty-five. There 
were several good runs made by both 
sides in this half of the game, Gamble, 
Martin, Shuter, and Miller showing up 
well : the halves on both sides played as 
usual a splendid game, Barney, in a 
green Jersey, being particularly no- 
ticeable. 

Just before time Macrae touched down 
for the Colonies, Gamble took the kick 
at goal, but this again failed: England 
tried very hard up to the finish to score, 
but the whistle blew for " no side," 
leaving the game a win for the Colonies 
by two tries to one. 



THE SULTAN REJOICES. 



He Is Said t o (Be Pleased With the Vene- 
zuelan Coiitroversy^Furffier" Religious 
Outbreaks Feared 

London, Dec. 21.— With the Vene- 
zuelan question on the tapis, there seems 
to be no prospect of any concerted action 
in Armenia at present. A Constanti- 
nople reporter who has been unusually 
well informed throughout the crisis, 
writes recording the Sultan's triumph at 
the difficulty in which Great Britain is 
now placed, and says that neither Eng- 
land nor any of the powers has yet done 
anything. 

Washington, Dec. 21. — Latest reports 
from U. S. Minister Terrell at Constan- 
tinople show that then; is grave reason 
to apprehend further religious outbreaks 
in Turkey, by which the safety of Amer- 
ican residents there would he threaten- 
ing. Secretary Herbert, at the 
instance of the department of 
state, has issued general instructions 
to Admiral Sel fridge, now on the coast 
of Syria, to afford protection and shelter 
on heard the three vessels of his fleet to 
any Americans who may be disposed to 
accept. No attempt will be made to 
send any force from the vessels into the 
interior of the country as it is realized 
that this would be utterly impracticable 
with the men at hand and would be im- 
politic as well. 

VENEZUELAN TKOiJBLE. 

The President Signs tha Bill Constituting 
the Boundary Commission. 

Washington, Dec. 21. — This afternoon 
President Cleveland signed the Venezue- 
lan boundary commission bill and there 
is every indication that he will endeavor 
to secure the services of gentlemen 
possessed of the highest (nullifications. 
To-day there was a feverish feeling 
among members, but much of the ex- 
citement has cooled off. 



Last night's mail from the East 
brought the newspapers containing the 
announcements of Col. Prior's appoint- 
ment to a seat in the Cabinet, and they 
show U3 expected that the statements of 
the Times on the subject, dated from 
Ottawa, have been wanton fabrications.

follows : 

" NOW IN Till: CABINET." 

The Montreal Gazette headed the 
news, in large type, " Another Minister 
— Col. Prior, of British Columbia, Is 
Now in the Cabinet," and proceeded: 

"Ottawa, December 14. — (Special) — 
Sir Mackenzie Bowell has invited Col. 

E. G. Prior, M.P., to accept office and a 
seat in the Cabinet. The oiler has been 
accepted. When asked, this evening, 
what portfolio the member for British 
Columbia will receive, the Premier de- 
clined to give any information on that 
phase of the subject. 

" Col. Prior is a man who will serve 
the country well in any capacity he may 
be asked to act." 

"A POSITION IN" Till: CABINET." 

"New Minister of Customs — Col. 
Prior Has Accepted That Office," was 
what the Montreal Star headed its 
despatch, the following : 

(Special to the Star.) 

"Ottawa, Dec. Hi.— Lieut. -Col. E. G. 
Prior has been offered and has accepted 
a position in Sir Mackenzie Howell's 
Cabinet. It is understood that Hon. 
Mr. Prior wili take a seat at the council 
board as Minister of Customs, the Con- 
trollership being abolished. Hon. John 

F. Wood is said to have been offered and 
refused the Customs portfolio. He will 
retain the Inland Revenue Department, 
and will also be taken into the Cabinet." 

(It will be noticed that the Star was 
wrong in the detail, but right m the 
main fact of the Cabinet positions.) 

" CABINET MINISTERS AND CONTROLLERS " 

For many years — and we believe he is 
so still — Mr. A. J. Magurn has been the 
correspondent of the Montreal Witness 
at Ottawa. The Times on Thursday 
thus quoted him : 

"Ottawa, Dec. IS. — Mackenzie Howell 
told me that Prior was not a cabinet min- 
ister. Mail and Kmpire and World, To- 
ronto, all announce the same thing. (Sd.) 
A. .1. Ma(IURN, press correspondent." 

Here, however, are the Witness an- 
nouncements made in two separate de- 
spatches of an earlier date than that just 
given :

The World was missing from the 
papers received last night; the Globe 
missed the news, having not a word on 
the subject, but the Toronto Star, an 
afternoon paper, said, under the head- 
ings " Prior Enters the Cabinet — British 
Columbia Gets a Man In the Govern- 
ment" : 

"Ottawa, Dec. 16.— Col. Prior, M.P. 
for Victoria, B.C., has been taken into 
ttie Cabinet. Just what portfolio he 
will hold has not yet been made public. 
This proceeding on the part of Sir Mac- 
kenzie Bowell fulfils a promise made to 
the Pacific Province some time ago." 

"ACCEPTS A CABINET PORTFOLIO." 

The Hamilton Spectator remarks edi- 
torially that, " There were many claim- 
ants for the vacancy in the cabinet, but 
Premier Bowell seems to have had a 
Prior attachment," and publishes the 
following complimentary despatch, 
headed " Col. 1'rior Accepts a Cabinet 
Portfolio " : 

"Ottawa, Dec. 15. — Col. Prior, M.P. 
for Victoria, B.C., has been offered by 
the Premier a portfolio in the govern- 
ment and a seat in the council, which 
he has accepted. The promotion of Col.
